SCHLEY CASE 


Is Being Considered by 


Attorney General 


Upon the Question of Alleged 


Irregularities. 


It is Understood That Schley's 


Future Course Will Depend Up- 


on the Decision of the 


Attorney General. 


Washington, Jan. 10.—The case of 


Rear Admiral Schley is now being con- 
sidered by the attorney general for 
the purpose of discovering whether 
there -were irregularities In the court 
of inquiry. It is understood that at 
the recent conference between the 
president and Rear Admiral Schley 
the latter pointed out some alleged 
violations Of law regarding the court, 
and these matters have been deem 
worthy of examination. The attorney 
general is not to pass upon th-e merits 
of the case, but will deal solely with 
the legal phases of tie case. If the 
attorney general decides that there 
were illegalities, as claimed by Ad- 
miral Schley, the TcrdSc*. of the court 
would be vitiated. 
It is understood 


that Admiral Schley's future course 
concerning a forma! appeal in writing 
to the president will depend very 
largely upon the decision of the attor- 
ney general.

Telephones in Trolleys. 


^Musjcegon, Mich., Jan. 10.—j. F. Bid- 
""^^^Toledo gave the first practical 


;en5onstrat:on here of a telephone sys- 


tem (the invention of "Mr Bidwell's 
father), whereby it is possible to call 
up and talk from an electric car soins 
a£ fuii speed, with any one who is 
located in another car on the same 
line, running in any direction and at 
any distance The system is applica- 
ble to either steam or -»lectrie roads. 
The overhead trolley is used for one 
side of the circuit and for the other a 
second wire is strung parallel with the 
stationary trolley The metal trolley 
pole of the car is attacncd to a second 
pole, which operates on the additional 
wire by means of a flanged wheel. A 
closed circuit is thus obtained. Tele- 
phone wires are attached to each of 
the two trolley poles which lead to the 
telephone in the car.

Central American Suites Endeavoring 


to Form a Coalition. 


Colon, Colombia, Jan. 10.—General 


Alban, the commander of tne Colom- 
bian forces, has received information 
that i'resmont 2elaya of Nicaragua 
has invited tao other four presidents 
of Central America to attend a confor- 
ence at Corinto, Nicaragua, with the 
secret object of inducing tiiem to en- 
ter into a coalition against Colombia. 
Honduras, Nicaragua and Salvador 
were, in 1896, constituted the United 
States of Central America so far as 
taeir relation to foreign countries Was 
concerned, but at the end of 1S98 the 
agreement fell through.

Tolson Designed *o Brtnfj ilionS 
the Death of TrnstH SeeciK to Have 
Proved TUeir Fnttcnlnff Food—Cltca 
Sonic Saraplo Cases, 
What can the governor of Minnesota 


do about tho Northern Securities com- 
pany! Can the governor of .Minnesota 
or any other state or anybody else 
prevent tne completion of the plans of 
the Northern Securities company in 
their present fora) or some other cffect- 
iug tbe same results? asks Heury \Voil- 
man, a lavryer, in tho New York 
Times, and he proceeds to answer tbe 
<;uestio(is as follows: 


These questions have heen asked of 


probably every important corporation 
lawver in New Vork city many times 
•within the past month. It is alleged 
that the company was formed effectu- 
ally to consummate a brilliant plan to 
combine competing railroads. Now. as- 
suming that it was. are the laws now 
in existence adequate to prevent this? 
If not, will there be sufficient human 
ingenuity to frame new laws to meet 
the situation? And if new laws are en- 
acted tbat meet the necessities of the 
case, will they really prevent the com- 
bination? These are the riddles to be 
solved. 


A distinction is sometimes sought to 


be drawu between "trusts," so called, 
and enormous corporations combining 
competitors, but as far as the public 
is concerned 
this differentiation 
is 


merely a play on words. It is Imma- 
terial to the public whether tbe combi- 
nation is doing business as a trust or 
tinder corporate form. 


Whether trusts and combinations are 


or are not hurtful or whether laws for 
their suppression should or should not 
t«? enacted is not within tin- .scope of 
the present discussion. The vital ques- 
tion Is. nssuuiins that this is :: combi- 
nation, will it be stopped—not wbotbcr 
it ought '<» he, but will it he? 


When trusts were first "invented" 


the public looked upon them ;is borrlh!.' 
monstprs desisucd to Impoverish if not 
to devour the people- 
It WHS prophe- 


sied that every economic i'i would 
couie from them. Therefore aUuoKt ev- 
ery lovfr of bis people racki-d his brain 
to evolve some menus or mcastiro to 
prevent or suppress thorn, as every 
pood citi7.cn would endeavor U> prevent 
or pur down 11 pestilence. The great 
dimmer anriclpiitod was the raising of 
prices and thus fore'ms the coiisuiner 
to pav outra^etiusl.v for his necessaries. 
Laws were enacted In every stut(? :iud 
by the fpdcrjil j;overi!int-nt io extermi- 
nate combinations tending to raise 
prices, 
if a hiw were found weak, a 


stronger and more stringent one was 
put in Us place, bin all this bore ro 
fruit that was patherable. Then it was 
said that the danger W.".H not so much 
with combinations tcndlug to elevate 
prices as with those tending to reduce 
them and thus freeze out competition. 
The legislative ^uns and cannons were 
trained on that sort of combinations, 
but still without any result. 
In tbe 


face of all this legislation, the most bit- 
ter, vitriolic and drastic th.it tlie law- 
makers could devise, trusts have multi- 
plied and grown beyond the. wildest 
drw>m of the "father of trusts," who- 
ever he may be. Today there Is no 
place In this country where they find 
any real difficulty In doing business. 


One might from the foregoing jump 


to the conclusion that the courts have 
come under the shadow of corporate 
InSuence and have favored trusts nnd 
combinations by failing to give judi- 
cial sanction to the legislative enact- 
ments or by placing obstacles in the 
way of the enforcement of the legisla- 
tive will, but not so. In almost every 
state the pronouncements of the courts 
against trusts have been radical, with 
decrees intended to be destructive. Bm 
the trusts seem to have found the judi- 
cial poison dcslptied to accomplish their 
death fattening food. 


In New York one of tbe early cases 


was tbe dissolution in 1890 by the 
court of appeals of the sugar trust. 
The court in passing that solemn death 
sentence Bald: 


"In this state there can be no part- 


nership of separate and independent 
corporations, whether directly or indi- 
rectly, through the medium of a trust; 
DO substantial consolidations which 
avoid and disregard tbe statutory pro- 
visions and restrictions, but manufac- 
turing corporations must be and re- 
main several as they were created or 
one under tbe statute." 


Tbat decree, which was hailed with 


delight as the salvation of the people 
unwittingly pointed the way to a vast 
corporation accomplishing the precise 
thing which the decree intended to 
render impossih'e. Out of the ashes in 
the urn In tbat judicial crematory 
there sprang a new and mighty corpo- 
ration, and the sugar trust of 1901 can 
look at the sugar trust of 18UO as a 
man looks upon n coy. 


in ItiKi the supreme court of Ohio 


In dissolving the Standard Oil trust 
said: 


"Its object was to establish n vir- 


tual monopoly of the business of pro- 
ducing pftroleurij nnd of manufactur- 
ing, redoing nnd dealing in It and all 
Us products throughout the country 
and by which it might not merely con- 
trol the production, but the price, at 
its pleasure. All mieh ansoclations are 
contrary to the policy of our law and 
void." 


But It is notorious that the decree did 


not. as o nwtter ot fact, dissolve lhat 
trust, and. besides, thp present yearly 
dividends of tbe Standard Oil company 
.would mat* t TUT rwpecwblt perceat- 


age of tbe capital "stock" of tbe Stand- ' 
ard Oil trust of 1802. 
| 


Tbe highest court of Texas forfeited 


the right of tbe Waters-1'ierce Oil com- ; 
pany, tbe then local name of the Sta,ud- ' 
ard Oil company of tbu southwest to : 
do business ta Texas, and that decision ' 
was affirmed by tbo United States su- 
: 


pretne court. The Texas agents of tbe ;

company w«re arrested, and tbey ap- j 
pealed In vain to the supreme court at 
Washington 
for relief.

think that all this would have put an 
end to that mighty corporation, as far 
as Texas was concerned, but a new 
Standard Oil company was organized 
under tbe laws of Texas and is doin™ 
business in tbat state, and it is well 
known that the Standard Oil interests 
arc most powerful In the newly diseov- ; 
ered Texas oilfields.

!u Illinois a great victory C?) was 


won for the people in the decree abol- 
ishing the whisky trust. A new com- 
pany was immediately formed to take 
Its place, and. 1 believe, by the very 
men wbo brought about Use proceed- 
ings wblcb resulted in its dissolution, 
and the present whisky trust is a much 
more powerful institution than the old 
one was. 
: 


Quite recently 
corporate interests 


were driven into a cold perspiration by 
the sensational opinion of tbe supreme 
court of Illinois against the glucose 
trust, a corporation, because of the fear 
that no combination, under whatever 
form, could thereafter do business in 
that state, and yet even the glucose 
trust seems to be running along as well 
as ever, and every other trust li A.msr- 
ica is doing business in Illinois Without 
a particle of real friction. 


The supreme court of the United 


States "unsettled the market" for a 
few days by deciding iu the Transmis- : 
souri Freight association case that an 
agreement between interstate railroads 
for making rates contravened the fed- : 
era! law known as the Sherman act, ' 
and yet such agreements are In effect 
today to a greater extent than fiver | 
before. 
! 


These cases are only samples. The 


highest courts of nearly every state in 
the 
Union have rendered opinions 


against trusts and combinations in Ian- ; 
guape that was eloquent or the wrongs 
of the people, and In almost every in- 
stance the decision was adverse to the 
combination. Tbe federal courts have 
shown them no friendliness. The su- ; 
prerne court at Washington has beeu 
unsparing of them. But whether the 
case was in the state or federal court, 
there hr-.s always been the same net 
result—nothing. 
! 


In every instance the real result at- 


tained in tbe end (not the nominal re- 
sult, hut the tangible result) lias been 
very milch like tbt- "Qnditig" o!' the In- 
diana justice of the peace in favor of 
a widow who sued a bank. After the 
3'UHtiee had wij.'cd away the tears in- 
splred by tin- powerful apni-al of the 
widow's lawyer, he said. '"The judg- 
ment must be for tbe bank, but the 
record of the court will show tbat tho 
plaintiff 
bus tlic .sympathy of 
the 


court/' In the cases of trusts and cor? ; 
porations controlling combinations the 
courts have always shown their "sym- 
pathy for tbe people" by rendering de- , 
crees against the trusts and combina- 
tions, but these decrees have uniformly 
turned out io be impossible of genuine 
enforcement.

Therefore, if experience is to be our 


guide, It would seem that the objects 
sought to be accomplished by tbe 
Northern Securities company will be .
